Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for the Year 
1962. Details will be fourd in the body of the Report. The main 
items are summarised as follows :- 


Population 

For the tnird successive year there has been a small increase 
in the estimated population of the District. The population, 
however, only shows an increase of 52% since 1947, a period of 
sixteen years. 


Births 
The Birth Rate again showed a decrease over the preceding year, and 
is considerably lower than the national rate. 

The mmber of Stillbirths a was more than 1961, and the 
number of Illegitimte Births (2) was less. The statistics for 
both these are reasonably satisfactory. 


Deaths and Mortality 
The General Death Rate showed an appreciable fall over the preceding 
year, but is still slightly higher than the National Rate. 

The number of deaths attributed to Cancer was the lowest over 
the past sixteen years, and much less than 1961. 

There was only one death in Infants, and none attributed to 

’ Tuberculosis . i 

There was, however, a considerable increase in the number of 

accidental deaths, mainly due to home and road accidents. 


Infectious Diseases 
There were no Infectious Diseases notified in the District for the 
year 1962. 


Environmental Hygiene 


There have been persistent complaints from certain parts of the 
District, particularly the Harbour Village area, regarding shortage 
of water. There is no doubt the water supply position is 
unsatisfactory. The attention of the Pembrokeshire Water Board 
and British Railways has been drawn to the prevailing conditions. 
Trouble was experienced with fly infestation on the Goodwick 
Tip during 1962. If, as agreed, two or three routine disinfestations 
are carried out during the Summer, the position should be alleviated. 
Sewage disposal remains as before i.e. discharge of crude sewage 
into tidal waters. This, of course, is common to many coastal areas 
in the Country. Nuisance does arise at certain times when climatic 
conditions are unfavourable. There is also a potential danger to 
public health.

The Council Housing Programme has substantially met the 
housing need in the District. There are, however, still a 
considerable number of low category dwellings. These can be 
dealt with by slum clearance and/or Improvenent Grants. 


The control of the hygienic standard of milk and water, by 
routine bacteriological sampling has passed to other Authorities. 
It is hoped that the effort made by your Council and Staff to 
raise these commodities to a high standard will be maintained.

Discussion on Vital Statistics 

The Birth Rate for 1962 was the lowest over the past 16 years, 
and very much lower than the National Rate. The mmber of Still 
and Illegitimate Births remained small. 

The Death Rate showed a considerable decrease over the previous 
year and is quite satisfactory considering the high percentage of 
persons in the age-group 70+ years. 

There was a reduction in deaths due to Cancer and also in 


Infant Deaths. The number of accidental deaths, however, showed a 
considerable increase. Half of these were due to accidents in the Home. 


There were no deaths attributable to Tuberculosis during the year.

Mineral Waters 
There are no mineral water manufacturers in the district. 


Bakehouses 

There are three Bakehouses in the district where Bread, Cakes and 
Confectionery are made. All these have oil fired ovens and a 
satisfactory standard of cleanliness is maintained. 
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Butchers and Meat Purveyors 

There are seven (7) Butchers Shops in the area where home killed and 
imported meat is sold. A limited quantity of sausages and minced meats 
are prepared. 

There is no slaughterhouse in the’ “area, All the meat sold in the 
district is slaughtered and dressed at the Pubiic Abbatoir, Haverfordwest. 
The general quality of meat sold in the district is of a high standard 
and the standard of hygiene and cleanliresS is satisfactory. 


Catering Establishments 
There are 15 establishments in the area or from the licensed hotels 


where light meals are served. These places are mainly small family 
businesses and the standard of cleanliness maintained is at a 
satisfactory level. 


Retail Food Stores 

There are twenty-six (26) grocery and gereral food shops in the area. 
The majority of these establishments are family businesses with living 
quarters at the rear and above the shops. All are fitted with adequate 
toilet and washing facilities.

Public Cleansing and Refuse Disposal 
Household refuse is eollected once weekly from all dwellinghouses in the 
areae 

Trade refuse is collected weekly from the business premises and a 
nominal charge is made to the traders for this service. The main shopping 
centre is cleansed every day and streets off the shopping centre are 
subject to frequent sweeping. Litter baskets are placed at frequent 
intervals throughout the area. 

All refuse is disposed of by tipping on moorland adjacent to 
Wern Road, Goodwick. Builders smil, earth from excavations and spoil 
from the Brickworks is used as a surface dressing.

Rodent Control of Harbour _and Premises 

The Rodent Operatives of the British Transport Commission make 
periodical inspections of the Harbour and Quay, warehouses and 
offices etc,s, and are always available to deal with any infestations 
which might occur, 


Rodent Control of Ships 
There are no facilities for deratting ships at Fishguard Harbour. 
The Ships are periodically inspected for the presence of rodents 
or other pests, and where found to be free of pests, Rodent Control 
Certificates are issued, 
During the year, six Rodent Control Certificates were issued. 


Inspection of Ships 

The Ships are inspected periodically and particular attention is 
paid to the galley and Crews quarters. Twenty-four (24) inspections 
of the ships were made during the year. A satisfactory standard of 
cleanliness was found to be maintained. 


Refuse Disposal 
Refuse from ships which can be disposed of by incineration is brought 
ashore and destroyed with the bedding etc., from the Lairages in 
the incinerator at Pebbly Beach. 

Refuse which cannot be so disposed of, is kept on board and 
dumped overboard far enough out at sea so as to eliminate any risk 
of it being washed up on the beaches. 


Sewage Disposal 


There is no form of treatment of sewage. The crude sewage is
